Mr. Waemer, chairman of the sub-commlties
to whot the nbove statement was referred, made
u long report In reference to the diserepancies
Lbetween the statement submitted by the Con-
troller and the one as amended by the commit-
tee. The report states that the estimated re-
caipte for 1870 of 240,000 pregented an apparent,
diserepaney of over a quarter of a ll‘li{lil)n of
dollars, to the explanation of which your com-
mittee devoted special attention, and found that
by gome blunder in the records of the Control-
ler's Department, brought down for many years,
this item, which should have coutained only the
receipts from dividends on stock and interest on
bonds other than those issucd or guaranteed by
the v[l_}' of Philadelphia; and upon which only
the estimated yearly receipts were based, was
mercased Lo more than double the annoal esti-
mate by the addition of the interest and sinking
fund paid into the City Treasury by the Board of
Trusteeg of the Clty Gias Works, whose pay-
ments again anoually appeared under the head
of sussets in another portion of the Controller’s
statement, therchy misleading the Conunittee
on Finance in thelr ealeulutions to the sum of
£300,000.

All bills unpaid at the
Intter dute are then registered, i. e, copled Into
pew books, from which abstracts of bllls,
amounting to no more than £5000 ntuny one time,
arc made and placed in the hands ol collectors
of outstanding taxes, one In eace ward in the
city, who are required to glve $5000 security,
approved by the Court of Common Pleas, angd
who are expeeted to make returns of moneys
colleeted onee in each woek,

They are pald by certaln legal cests and a
comumlssion upon the amount collected, and
have power to proceed by distralnt agalngl pir-
ties In arrears. Just previous to the expirmtion
of five years from the Blet day of December of
the yeur in which the taxes were lovied, the So-
Heltor of the Receiver of ‘T'axes, appointed Ly
himself, and entirely independent of the City
Bollcltor, prepares and tiles liens agninst the
propoerties upon which taxes are unpaid.

We have bean unable to find, from the records
of the city, that any property has of late years
been sold for unpuid taxes, and from the fgures
presented above It 18 apparent that any man
desirous of evading the payment of taxes hos

payer who pays roadily and willingly, not only
pays his own falr proportion of the oxpenses of
the elty government, but from ten to twenty-
five per cent. additional by resson of the dis-
honesty of hie fellow-citizens.

The committee, in eonclusion, say that 'we
desire to repeat that imwmediste action on Lhe
part ol Councils looking to the collection of
fuxes Is Imperative, as it 1= the helght of folly to
levy a tax only sufficient for the expenses of the
city and then to be foreed to report at the close
of the year that from 750,000 Lo §1,200,000 of
the amount levied in still due, and the greator
lmrl'lcm thereof uncollectable.
